A GREAT WORK ACCOMPLISHED. 


The Northern Pacific Tunnel Through the 
| Cascade Mountains. 

Sr. Pat., Minn., May 1.—[Special.}—The 
great tunnel through the Cascade Mountains 
on the Northern Pacific Road will let day- 
light through the rock tomorrow. The 
crowds of workmen which have been work- 
ing from both sides are now within hearing 
distance and will meet tomorrow night. The 
tunnel, which is 9,900 feet long, is through 
solid rock nearly all the way, and has been 
finished as the work proceeded. When the 
final piercing is accomplished there will be 
nothing left to do but to lay a track. Trains 
will be running through it two weeks from 


tomorrow. 

The tunnel was ＋ early in 1886, and 
the contract was for about , 000. 000. When 
the work was begun there were no roads 
leading into the mountains and ali the heavy 
machinery had to be hauled in on wheels and 
then transferred to runners. In some places 
the pressure of the mountain is so great that 
clay is forced up from the bottom, and an in- 
verted arch of stone had to be constructed to 
keep the clay down.

HE PRINCE OF WALES’ PROJECTED VISIT. 
Some of the London newspapers have 
given currency to the report that the Prince 
of Wales is taiking of visiting the United 
States next year in company with the Duke 
of Sutherland. It is to be hoped the report 
is true, for it will afford the future ruler of 
England an admirable opportunity to learn 
something of interest to himself as to the 
growth and conditions of this great repub- 
lican country since he was here last. 

It is now nearly thirty years since the 

Prince ot Wales was in the United States, 
and the numerous saplings which he then 
planted have become, like himself, stfotg, 
stout, and sturdy. In 1859 Alpert Edward 
landed in Chicago, a slender, beardless boy of 
18 or 19, under the chaperonage of the Duke 
of Néweastie. Either bocause royalty is not 
expected to address the plebs, or, more like- 
ly, because royalty nad little to say, the Duke 
of Newcastle was the spokesman when the 
boys called for a speech in front of the old 
Richmond House in reply to Long” John, 
who was about the tallest and friskiest sam- 
ple of republicanism the distinguished party 
encountered in its tour. L. J. has aged some 
since those days and so has Albert Edward, 
who is now a stout, rubicund Briton of 180 
pounds or thereabouts, and the tather of 
five children, all of them old en@ugh to have 
constituted him “grandfather if they had 
taken after the. prompthess of the grand- 
mother, who was married Feb. 10, 1840, and 
gave the present Empress of Germany to the 
world the 2ist of the following November.

The wooden shantges have changed 
into brick, stone, and iron buildings, the 
like of whiéh cannot be found on this con- 
tinent. The muddy, undrained streets have 
changed to broad, imposing boulevards and 
thoroughfares. Long rows of one-story 
wooden cottages on stilts have given place 


the straggling, ill kempt, wooden settlement 
has become the great place of summer re- 
sort—a household word ail over the world, 
the spot where Presidents and Chief Jus- 
‘tices are made, and the collector and dis- 
tributer of a large share of the world’s sub- 
sistence. pee 
All over the country equallv§ radical 
changes would greet the eyes of the Prince 
of. Wales. Great trunk lines since that day 
have spanned the continent, and Chicago, 
which was then the ultima thule of the West, 
is now but its threshold. When he was here 
great forces were at work precipitating the 
struggle which was to wipe out slavery and 
inaugurate a new era of the world’s history, 
A new party was gathering itself together 
for grand results whose operation he will 
have an opportunity to witness. The growth 
of our institutions and the working out of 
their purposes will form attractive material 
for his observation and study ahd give him 
many a hint of service in his future career as 
aruler. For these reasons it is to be hoped 
the report he is coming here is correct. He 
“needs the trip. It will be of benefit to him- 
self and his future subjects. His experiences 
since he was here have been local and provin- 
‘clal. He needs broadening out and cosmo- 
politanizing, and as his venerable mother, 
though now quite hearty, cannot be expected 
‘to remain on the throne: much longer, he 
shoula improve his leisure time and come 
right away. Once he gets into the kingly 
business he will be so tied down with affairs 
of State and worried by his Irish friends 
that he will have no time to leave his desk.

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REMOVE THE SWILL-MILK FACTORIES. 

Some time ago Dr. De Wolf notified oné of 
the local distillers that the sanitary inter- 
ests of the city and the public health gener- 
ally demanded the strict eiforcement of Sec. 
1,626 of the municipal ordinances, which 
maké it “a nuisance for any person or por- 
sons to keep or use any yard, pen, place, or 
premises within the City of Chicago in which 
any more than three head of cattie or swine 
shall be confined,” and which further pro- 
vides that any one “permitting or creating 
such a nuisance shall be liable to a fine of 
from $25 to 8100 for the first offense. 

The object of this ordinance was to stamp 
out the swill-milk factomes in the neighbor- 
hood of distilleries, which have been so in- 
jurious and dangerous to the public health, 
adding to the discomforts of the neighbor- 
hoods in which they are located, poisoning 
the atmosphere, polluting the river, and dis- 
tributing a most unwholesome product as an 
article of food. It has not been to the credit 
of the Health Department that this ordinance 
has not been more rigorously and vigorously 
enforced heretofore. The public safety im- 
peratively Gemands that it shall be enforced 
now. The Commissioner of Health, in his 
letter to Distiller Rice, presents un- 
answerabie arguments for this course. 
| “Cholera,” he says, “is once more 
threatening this country, and we must put 
our houses in order.” No time shoula be 
wasted in the preliminaries either. The 
summer win be soon at hand. Before it ar- 
rives every one of the disease-breeding sheds 
should be abandoned and properly cleansed. 

It goes without saying that the distillers 
will protest. They protest against every 


reasonable regulation of their business,

| of their establishments. The Health Com- 


missioners should pay no attention to this 
kind of argument. Let the distillers go to 
Peoria if they want to do so, The headquar- 
ters of the Whisky Trust is in that city. The 
city’s health cannot be endangered for the 
sake of the profit of a score of distallers or 
the employment they give to a few hundred 
men. These employés can obtain more 
healthy and equally profitable occupation. 
Chicago has passed the coddling stage when 
she was supposed to depend on such infant 
industries as the swill-milk factories 
for growth and progress: It appears, 
however, that with proper management 
the distillers can without loss have 
the swill carted or otherwise taken 
beyond the city limits and fed tocattle there. 
Shufeldt & Lynch, one of the principal dis- 
tillery firms, informed the Mayor some time 
ago that théy “could transport their feed 
outside the city as well as feed it here.” 


They are acting on this statement, it is un- | 


derstood. Other distilling firms can afford 
to do the same. At any rate there can be no 
doubt about the duty of the Health Commis- 
sioner in this business. It is to enforce the 
municipal ordinances. As he said himself in 
a recentinterview: 


The health of 800,000 people is of much vaster 
importance than the r that dan de made by 
three or four firms on the feeding of cattle with- 
iu the city limits. 


There is not the slightest necessity for 


further investigation into the character of | 


the distillery cowsheds, The law is explicit. 
N ought to be enforced. The Mayor, who is 
fully alive to the necessity of using every 
proper precaution to protect the public 
health, should insist that the healtn officers 
do their full duty in this matter. There is not 
a day to lose. It is not necessary to go into 
the disgusting details to demonstrate the 
enormity of the abuse which has been too 


long permitted. : : 


ANOTHER PANDORA’S BOX. 

While the controversy over the author- 
shipof Shakspeare is just fairly beginning 
we are threatened with another whose feat- 
ures bear astrong resemblance to the former. 
Indeed, they serve more easily to make 
it understood. In the common biographical 
dictionaries if one look up Edgar Allen Poe, 
this, taken almost literally from the pages of 
a standard volume, will be found more or 
less varied: “ Born in Baltimore 1811; grad- 
uated at University of Virginia 1826; spent 
a year in Europe; became editor of Southern 
Lilerury Messenger at Charleston, and several 
other periodicals. He died at Baltimore in 
1849 of delirium tremens.” One of the more 
familiar variations is that be spent some 


time in Russia and was extricated from peril 


and disgrace there by the American Minis- 
ter. This is stated by his friend and biog- 
rapher, Rufus W. Griswold. 

Although Poe did not live 300 years ago; 
although newspapers were numerous while 
he did live; and although hundreds knew 
him personally and the written records of 
his life were copious, it is curious that, if we 
except the dates of his birth and death, 
scarcely another of even these few remain- 
ing allegations concerning him is undisputed. 
Griswold was his companion and friend. All 
Poe’s papers were in his custody. As to the 
Russian story, Mr. Richard Henry Stoddard 
repeats the account of the drunken episode, 
and the statement is made in the most posi- 
tive manner by the closest relatives of Poe 
that he never wae in Russia in his life. Still 
another well-known writer, the late E. L. 
Didier, an admirer and friend of Poe, so ar- 
ranges dates in the family that the brother 
of Edgar must have been born two or three 
years before his parents married and while 
one of them was wedded to another partner. 

When Griswold's biography of Poe ap- 
pearea it was pronounced ssandalously 
faise—a slanderous collection of libels con- 
cocted out ofenvy and malice. The contro- 
versy over the disputed things in it never 
has subsided wholly, although tne lull has been 
of some duration. It is alleged, for instance, 
that instead of dying in the streets of Baiti- 
more, as some asserted, insensible from drink 
(in a Baltimore hospital of delirium tremens, 
as others declared), it is claimed he died of 
congestion of the brain in the Washingtom 
Medical College. One of Poe’s friends has 


sought to show that his family was Italian, 


and after many migrations settled in Ireland 
and was known as the Le Poers. This de- 
scent, which since has been shown to be purely 
imaginary, was distinctly traced trom the 
time of Giraldus Cambrensis ana Strongbow 
doWn to the American Revolution. Another 
friend and kinsman dissipated this by show- 
ing unat the Poes were Irish without a trace 
of Norman, French, or Italian blood; and 
that the stock from which the poet sprang 
was biended with that of the McBrides. 
Eugene Schuyler, when in St Petersburg, 
looked up the alleged incident of the poet’s 
arrest, imprisonment, and release and found 
no trace of any such occurence, ; 

Poe had a sister Rosalie who anpeared on 
the scene after his death to claim a share in 
the profits of his literary remains. She had 
been adopted in infancy by a Scotch mer- 
chant living in Richmond and remained 
ignorant of her brother’s existence for many 
years. Indeed, it was only late in her life 
that she had any personal knowledge of him; 
and she lived to be 64 years old. The dis- 
putes over Poe’s ancestry, life, and writings 
are more remarkable than over Shaxspeare’s 
when we consider the difference in the so- 
cial and public conditions of the two periods 
A révival of excited and partisan discussion 
is impending. A box ot Poe's papers and 
manuscripts in the custody of Griswold dis- 
appeared. A Mr. John Quincy Adams of 
Washington, Ga., claims to have found “a 
strong box” containing manuscripts and 
letters to and by Poe; and it 1s supposed to 
be the missing box of Rufus Griswold, 
although nobody seems to know how it 
reached its present lodgings. At the seme 
moment there are intimations of spurious- 
ness as to the Poe MSS. 

Whether this will not prove a Pandora’s 
box remains to be seen. Poe, it will not be 
denied, was a correspondent of nearly every 
literary man of note for several years and 
of a number of women. His handwriting 
Was not so uncommon as to make imitation 
dificult. He was addicted, also, to charging 
various derehctions upon his contemporaries. 
It will be recalled that he accused Longfel- 
low and others of plagiarizmg from him. 


Now, suppose the possessor of the box 


should produce letters showing that Poe 
wrote Longfellow, or disclose a cipher in 
“The Raven“ and “The Bells” exposing 
Fitz-Greene Halleck as their author, or 
demonstrating that Hawthorne—but the 
field of conjecture is boundiess. We shall 
have to await the raising of the lid before it 
shall be made clear whether Pandora holds 
the key.

The Price of Wheat and the Tariff on Wool. 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., April 29.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.j}—I have a few questions to ask con- 
cerning our much-vexed tariff. You have fre- 
quently stated in your paper that notwithstan¢- 
ing the tariff duty on wheat it still brings the 
farmer only what the farmérs of other parts of 
the world can obtain at Liverpooi—i. e.: that the 

ce of wheat in this country is just the same as 

paid in Liverpool. The reason for this, I 
understand you to say, is that we have an enor- 
mous surplus of wheat. But, often as this state- 
ment has been made, you have never offered the 
rices of Liverpool and those in the United 
tates for a comparison; nor have you shown 
why the fact of asurplus of wheat must reduce 
the price to that in Liverpool. Will you be kind 
enough to give me alist of the Liverpool prices 
and the reason forthe reduction of our prices to 
those of Liverpool, giving the authority for the 
prices you quote? =, 

Here is another doubt that is waiting to be 
solved. For a number of years prior to 1807 
wool was protected by a considerable tariff. In 
2857 it was placed on the free list. At that time 
we werd bothered over a surplus as now. Some- 
thing in the line of duties had to drop.“ Why 
were the duties taken entirely away from wool? 
Was it thought the wool industry had grown 
strong enough to stand by itself, or was there an- 
other reason’? The statistics show the result of 
putting wool on the free list was that prices der- 
ualiyimproved, Now, dürmg and immediately 
subsequently to the war the duty was revived 
and gradually increased. I know one cause for 
increased duty at that time was the necessity of 
raising revenue; but F the duty wae removed in 
1957 because it was_thought the wool industry was 
strong enough to stand alone, and facts show tt 
was, why has the industry not been able to stand 
without support ever since then? If it has, then 
why shculd not the tariff duties be taken off just 
as 8000 as We cease to need the revenue. which 
is our present condiwon?’? It the industry was 
strong in 1857 and so weak now that heavier du- 
ties are needed than before 18657, what is the rea- 
son of the weakness? It seems to me unless it 
can be shown to have been a mistake in putting 
Wool on the free list in 1857, or (granting that was 
proper) that the industry has since lost its 
strength and needs support where it was not 
needed then, there is no. possible excuse forade- 
manding a tariff duty now.

equal to 98% cents per bushel of 60 pounds, The 
latest TRIBUNE annual review shows that 
the average vrice of No. 2spring wheat ia this 
markeétefor last year was 75% cents, which leaves 
22% cents per bushel to pay the expenses of 
transportation. Butin order to understand the 
situation two facts must be taken into the ac- 
count. The price of wheat here ranged high pre- 
vious to the collapse in the middle of June, and 
comparatively little of our wheat was wanted by 
the foreigners at those prices. After the corner 
broke the price here dropped to a low point, 
which attracted orders for immense quantities 
of wheat and flour. The other fact is the well- 
know one that the wheat quoted in Liverpool 
averages a little below our standard in quality, 
being let down on the seaboard, so that our 
straight quality of No. 2 wheat will generally 
bring a premium in the Liverpool market over 
the prices quoted there. 

It is undeniable that the price of wheat in this 
market for the three months succeeding the 
collapse of the corner Was dictated by the figures 
that could be obtained by shipping the surplus 
to Europe. The price ruling previous to that 
was a result of artificial inflation, and for that 
reason could not be sustained. The same general 
remark will hold true for our wheat market in 
previous years. Some variations from the level 
due to English prices may be caused by 
speculative movements here which lead 
rather than follow those in Great Britain; 
but unless they are approved by the latter 
they are not maintained. These are plain facts, 
which are Well known by every intelligent per- 
son ip the trade. The price obtainable for wheat 
in England determines that at which the food 
product is sold here, after due allowance is made 
for the points above named, except that another 
element has recently arisen to narrow slightly 
the difference between the two sets of prices. 
It is the fact that some of our Western millers 
send flour to Great Britain to be sold there at 
prices which net them less than they &re willing 
to accept from the American buyer. This may 
“seem strange, but it is none the less true. 
The reason that British prices for food 
stuffe rule our markets and fix the prices 
in this country is simply because it is the chief 
customer for and consumer of the grain and 
meats of those nations that have asurplus to 
sell. Itis the Jargést continual buyer, and the 
only one that could offer a market at any price 
for the enormous food surpluses of this country. 
But we have to sell therg in competition with ail 
other nations having a surpius of wheat and 
meat, butter arid cheese, cotton and corn. 

As to the reasons for discontinuing the wool 
duties by the Republican Congress of 1857, the 
debates show that it was claimed that the duties 
had no effect in keeping up the price of wool, 
while they excluded grades of wool needed by 
the factories for mixing with American wools, 
and that the tax on foreign wools thereby in- 
jured the manufacturers and made woolen goods 
dearer without benefiting sheep-owners; and be- 
sides the Treasury did not need the reve- 
nues. These arguments prevailed and 'the duties 
were repealed and wool put on the free list. In 
18615 per cent duty was imposed to raise rev- 
enue: in 1862 15 per cent was imposed for the 
same reason, and again the tax was pushed up 
to W and 80 per cent without helping the price. 
Then certain flockmasters in partnership with 
the manufacturers induced Congress to double 
the tax, supposing it would add immensely to 
the price of wool.

The manufacturers 
have been crippled, the home market not ab- 
sorbing their output. The high duties on grades 
of foreign wool required for mixing purposes 
have disabled them from producing fine grades 
of goods, and this has cut off. the home demand 
for wool and increased the importation of woolen 
goods—which last year reached 45 millions of 
dollars in spite of nearly 70 per cent tax 
on the consumers of the goods. Meanwhile 
the ranchmen. of Texas, California, and 
the Territories have gone heavily. into 
sheep-growing, asit cost them almost nothing 
for grazing land or feed and nothing for fencing 
or shelter. They have doubted and trebled their 
flocks within a few years, overstocked the lim- 
ited home market for their grades of wool, 
broken down the prices, and have pretty much 
ruined wool-growing in all the States between 
the Missouri River and che Atlantic Ocean. 
Sheep can only be grown in these States for 
mutton. The high wool tariff of 1867 stimulated 
wool ranches in the Far Southwest abnormally 
and broke down and ruined the wool-growing 
business in all the States represented by Reed 
(New England), Pig-Iron Kelley (Pa.), McKin- 
ley (O.), Goff (W.Va.), Burrows (Mich.), Browne

CASHIER DEBAUN GETS $95,000. 


Another New York Bank Finds Ita Affairs 
in a Startling Condition. 

New York, May 1.—[Special.]|—The di- 
rectors of the National Park Bank held a 
meeting today in reference to the pecula- 
tions of the fugitive assistant cashier, Charles 
I. Debaun. The death of Mr. Potts, which 
occurred Saturday, must in a short time 
have led to the discovery of these stealings, 
which are said to have been concealed by 
falsification of accounts. When it was found 
that the President could not recover Debaun 
absented himself from the bank upon some 
excuse. This would not have caused any 
anxiety had he resumed his duties in a few 
days, but his continued absence led to an in- 
vestigation which betrayed his crime. The 
defalcation would have no effect on the con- 
dition of the bank, as its surplus for last vear 
covered a far larger amount. This is the 
first trouble of the kind since the bank was 

‘organized in 1856. The directors after two 
hours’ work found that the entire loss by 
Debaun’s defaication is $95,000. 

Debaun was under bonds, but not enough 
to cover the entire sum stolen. W hat steps 
have been taken looking to the arrest of the 
defaulter could not be ascertained. He has 
not been near the bank since April 19 last.

The rumor was 
current in the neighborhood that Debaun 
was at home and was waiting to effect some 
sort of a settlement with the bank officers. 
Debaun’s salary as correspondence clerk was 
$3,500 and when he was made assistant 
cashier his salary was increased to $5,000.

FINBERRY HILL BEATS UNCLE SAM. 


A New York Farmer's Successful Fight on 
a Quarantine Law. . 

New York, May 1.—(Special.]—The case 
of the Government Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try against Finberry Hill of Westchester 
County was decided by Judge Browne at 
Newburg in the latter’s favor. The bureau, 
established under an act of Congress in 1884, 
was founded for the purpose of preventing 
-the spread of pleuro-pneumonia and other 
contagious diseases among cattle. The 
bureau, acting under the provision of the 
act and the law of 1878 in the State, instruct- 
ed its corps of inspectors to quarantine, tag, 
and number all cattle in the Counties 
of New York, Kings, Queens, 
Richmond, and Westchester. But 
when the inspectors came to the farm of 
Finberry Hill in Westchester they were 
stopped by the owner, who acted under the 
advice of his lawyers. The inspectors re- 
turned with the Sheriff, but met with no bet- 
ter success. Then the grand jury indicted 
him for resisting the Sheriff in the dischar 
of his duties. Hill's counsel demurred to the 
indictment. It was held that the law of 1884 
did not extend to this State and: that the 
State law of 1878 was void where the Govern- 
ment failed to comply with its requirements. 

Judge Browne’s decision sustains the de- 
murrer and approves Farmer Hiii’s resist- 
ance to the inspectors. e Government 
rule making ita misdemeanor to drive horned 
cattle along the public highway without a 
Government permit falls to the ground.

MEMBERS OF THE METHODIST CON- 


FERENCE OBJECT TO DELEGATES. 


Bishop Bowman, Calling the Conference to 

Order, Refers to the Admission of Dele- 
gates as One of the Important Issues 
Before the Session—Organization of the 
Conference — Committees Appointed— 
The Day’s Record. 

New Tonk, May 1.—The General Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church be- 
gan this morning in the Metropolitan Opera- 
House, The Bishops occupied seats on the 
stage. The galleries were crowded with 
ladies and gentlemen, and the boxes with 
the wives of delegates and their friends. 
Bishop Foss read a passage from the Bible, 
and the Rev. Dr. Quinn of Wisconsin deliv- 
ered the prayer. Bishop Bowman, the senior 
Bishop, presided and conducted the exer- 
cises. At the conclusion of the religious ex- 
ercises, Bishop Bowman said: ~~ 

We are at this hour in the presence of new 
surroundings, which call fora new movement in 
the election of delegates. At first each candi- 
date presented his credentials in person, and in 
ordinary cases this simple method of procedure 
was satisfactory, but as the movement spread 
and the number of delegates increased greater 
supervision and care became necessary; espe- 
cially when information was received from relia- 
ble sources that a number of those present 
themselves as delegates are known to be ineligi- 
ble. The list of candidates this year is a large 
one, and contains many names whose eligibility 
is not yet satisfactorily established, and a num- 
ber of protests have been lodged in our hands to 
be dealt with by the conference when the ques- 
tion of the election of the candidates 1s in order. 
Our general rules provide that the names of 
parties challenged shall not be called until a 
quorum of unchallenged délegates shall be found 
to be present. The conference will then act as is 
just and lawful. Weare aware that we stand 
in the presence of several important questions 
requiring our decision, and we urge upon you 
the necessity of patience and earnest prayers for 
our guidance in determining what course shall 
be most just and most likely to further the in- 
terests of our church.

THE MISSISSIPPI METHOD. 


Two Prominent Citizens Shoot Each Other 
Dead in the Street. 

JaCKSON, Miss., May 1.—[Special.]—The 
most terrible tragedy that has ever shocked 
this community occurred here this evening, 
the principals of which were Gen. Wirt 
Adams, Postmaster, and Mr. John H. Mar- 
tin, editor of the New Mississippian. Both 
were killed. The immediate cause of the 
difficulty grew out of the fact that the New 
Mississippian had published numerous offen- 
sive articles about Gen. Adams, the last of 
which appeared in this morning’s paper and 
read as follows: People who do not receive 
the New Mississippian regularly will please 
remember that since we exposed the 
obliquity of Gen. Wirt Adams’ certificate 
the post-office 1s endeavoring to wreak 
its spite against this paper in every possi- 
ble way. This paper has to be in the post- 
office about a half hour or an hour sooner 
than the Republican paper here or it is made 
to lie over for another mail. It is strange 
how mad some men will get when the plain 
truth is told about them in print, and yet this 
paver is feeling remarkably well.“ 

About 2:30 o’clock Gen. Wirt Adams. in 
company with Ned Farish, was pass- 
ing north on President street, and 
had reached and crossed Anbite 
street, when Mr. Martin was seen ap- 
proaching from the north. The rties met 
near the residence of Juage Brame, ana 
there the encounter took place. When the 
meeting took place a (few words passed be- 
tween them and both began firing. After 
the fight Gen. Adams’ pistol was found to 
have n discharged three times and Mr. 
Martin’s six. But one shot struck Gen. 
Adams, and that passed directly through 
his heart and lodged under the skin 
of the back. Martin was hit 
twice. once in the left breast near 
the heart and once in the leftleg. A bullet 
also penetrated his hat. Gen. Adams ex- 
pired instantly upon being shot, and Mr. 
Martin lived several minutes, but did not 
speak except to say 1 am dying.” An im- 
ment crowd soon gathered at the scene, and

THE OBITUARY RECORD. 


Death of William J. Finlay, Toledo’s Mil- 
lionaire Philanthropist. 

Totzpo, O., May 1.—[Special.]—William 
J. Finlay, the brewer, politician, philanthro- 
pist, and millionaire, died tonight. 

(William J. Finlay was born in Ireland in 1819, 
At an early age he came to this country and 
settled in Toledo, where he 1 in the packet 
trade along the new Miami & Erie Canal. Aftér- 
wards he en in the oyster trade and built 
up that usiness the West. He 
entered the brewery business, and was 
the first brewer to adopt the profit shar- 
ing plan, all his employés receiving a dividend 
annually upon the profits of the company. He 
was a Democratic politician and repeatedly in- 
dorsed for important offices, which’ he repeatedly 
declined. He was a member of the Democratic 
State Central Committee and an intimate friend 
of Gen, James B. Steedman, to whose memory 
he ome year ago erected a monument in Toledo 
costing $50,000. This was followed last year by 
a gift to the Home for Friendless Women cost- 
ing $25,000. He leaves an estate valued at sev- 
eral millions. } 


Demas Barnes. 

New York, May 1.—[Special.]—Demas 
Barnes, one of New York’s best-known citi- 
zens, died this evening at his residence, No. 
41 West Fifty-seventh street, from injuries 
sustained some two months ago by being run 
over by a wagon near his office, at No. 11 


Park row. 

[Mr. Barnes was born in England about sixty 
years ago. When quite a lad he came to this 
country and went to the West to begin life. 
Later he drifted back to this city and engaged in 
the patent medicine business, acoumulating quite 
a fortune out of the manufacture of Drake’s 
bitters. He became a stockholder in the Brook- 
lyn Hagile, and was subsequently elected to Con- 
gress. After the expiration of his term he went 
to England, from where he wrote a series 
of letters for American newspape in 
which he attacked the Catholic fai in 
the most bitter manner. This created such an 
intense feeling against him among the Catholics 


here that his fellow-stockholders of the Zagile 


thought it necessary to force him out of the con- 
cern, and upon his return he founded the Union, 
in which he became the largest stockholder. He 
increased his fortune many times over by invest- 
ing his money in Southern railroad securities 
immediately after the war and holding them 
through thick and thin for an increase in value, 
He died worth many millions of dollars. 


Dr. Oliver Everett.

Everett died this morning at his residence in 
this city at 7:30 o’clock. ae 

[Dr. Oliver Everett was born Sept. 12, 1811, at 
Worthington, Mass. When 8 years old his fa- 
ther’s family removed to Commington, Mass., 
where he attended school for some years, after 
which he entered Williams College, graduating 
in 1886. He located at Dixon in September of 
1836 and at once engaged in the practice of his 
profession, which he s since continued with 
eminent success. He is not only the first physi- 
cian who permanently located in Dixon, but also 
resided there for a longer continuous period than 
any person now living. Dr. Everett was elected 
Mayor of Dixton in 1868. He took considerable 
interest in the establishment.of the Northen In- 
sane Asylum, located at Elgin, and was a mem- 
ber of the first Board of Trustees of that insti- 
tution, serving from 1869 to 1873. Dr. Everett 
was first married in 1858 to Miss Emily Everett 
at Princeton, Ill Her death occur a few 

ears later. He wus married again in 1846 to 

iss Bessie Law of Dixon, who died May 4, 1881. 
Three children resulted from this union. Two 
living are Dr. J. M. Everett of De Kalb and a 
daughter, the wife of W. N. Johnson, Esd., a 
well-known citizen of Dixon.]

A DROP OF NEARLY SEVEN CENTS A 
_ POUND IN THREE WEEKS. 


A Feeling of Uncertainty Among Brokers 


and Speculators—A Condition of Affairs 
Attributable to the French Syndicate— 
A Belief that the Latter Has Not Let 
Go--Consumption of Block Tin in Chi- 
cago—The Mines of Dakota—Wales’ Pro- 
duction, 
Within three weeks there has been a de- 
cline of nearly seven cents a pound in the 
price of tin, but the priceis still about that 
much above the quotations of eight or nine 
months ago. For a week past the condition 
of the market has been such that, though the 
price was constantly declining, no one has 
purchased for speculative account in any 
considerable quantities, nor for consumption 
more than has been absolutely necessary. 
Brokers have a feeling that there is some- 
thing in the air,” ano they, as well as con- 
sumers and 6 tors, are waiting to see 
which way tne cat is going to jump. 


The key to the situation in tin is in the | 


hands of a Paris syndicate; Some time last 
October, it is understood, this syndicate 
went to the heavy producers of India and 
contracted to take the entire product for a 
year at the price then current-—about 22 
cents in New York. As 75 per cent of all 
tin-ore is snipped from Penang and Singapoor 
these contracts gave the syndicate control of 
the market. The amount of holdings by out- 
side parties was not sufficient to operate 
against the speedy development of a 
corner. This was apparent in & 
rapid advance in the price of block un. 
which began about the middle of October. 
At the expiration of thirty days the ad- 
vance amounted to 15 gents a pound, and 
from that time on till the Ist of April the 
market continued firm at about 36 or 37 ceats. 
Early in March brokers began to get uneasy 
ov er a new and apparently prophetic feature 
in the situation. Though woe vrice of spot 
tin remained steady futures weakened and 
feu off atarapid rate. In the course of a 
general review of the subject yesterday 
Harry T. Lockwood, the well-known Dear- 
born street broker, said: 

“April 11 I sold for spot delivery in New 
York at 36½ cents, ana the same day sold 
for April delivery at Si cents. The heavy 
New York dealers refused to sell these con- 
tracts, alleging the difficulty of making de- 
livery. They claimed that nearly ali the 
selling was being done by one y. The 
market for April and early May delivery has 
remained at about 31 cents. with quotations 
about a cent lower tor each succeeding 
month, | : 

„About April 96 there was a heavy arrival 
and since then futures have declined stead- 
— The latest quotauous 1 1 option 
of delivery, are as follows: uring the first 
half of May, 23 cents; during all of May, 
22. cents; during the first half of June, 22 
cents: during ali of June, & cents; during 


| all of July, 22 cents. 


“ The price of spot is nominally at from 20 
to 81 cents, but it can probably be bought in 
fair-sized lots at 25 of 26 cents. 

“ There is a feeling among dealers that 
the market has reacted toa point nearly or 
quite as low as it reached a year ago. There 
is a strong presumption, however, that the 
syndicate has not really let go yet, but is 
purposely depressing the market in order to 
enable them to buy in ali outside speculative 
lots, which have proved so disagreeable a 
factor in maintaining high prices. There is 
in fact the best authority for believing that 
the syndicate has purchased within the last 


few days several hundred tons of tin in 


London at prices greatly in advance of those 


now current. Though it is the general be- 


lief among dealers that the syndicate has by 
no means let go its hold, there is enough un- 
certainty and mystery in the situation to 
keep them out of the market as purchasers 
or sellers either.“ 

The principal use to which block tin—that 
is, the pure metal—is 7S in this country is 
in the manufacture of solder. For this pur- 
pose alone as high as 150 tons are shipped to 
Chicago in a month. It is au indispensable 

ticle in all canning establishments, both in 
the manufacture of the cans and in the seal 
ing of them when they are filled with fruits, 
meats, vegetables, or other products, The 
advance in the price of block tin is not of. so 
much importance to dealers in and consumers 
ot the in-plate of which all tinware is made, 
for the reason that only 3 ver cent of the 
weight of a sheet of tin-pilate is of that metal, 
the other 97 per cent being sheet-iron. 

The effect of the successful operation of 
the tin mines of Dakota is receiving cousid- 
erable attention from consumers and dealers. 
There is no duty on block tin. Upon the tin- 
plate, which is a product of Wales, there is 
a small duty. ales’ title to the monopoly 
of the industry has never been successfully 
disyuted.

What Is Being Done at Gladstone. 

GUADSsTONE, Mich., May 1.—[Special.]—No 
point around the lakes has so aroused the interest 
of vesselmen since early spring than this Town 
of Gladstone, situated on Little Bay de Noque, 
eight miles north of Escanaba, That the place 
will amount to anything is still doubted by many 
mariners who have adopted the shibboleth: No 
Gladstone for me.“ Nevertheless one finds here, 
where last July there was only asmall sawmill, 
a town of 400 buildings and a thousand people.

GLADSTONE TO REBUKE ROME’S IN- 
TRUSION IN HOME RULE AFFAIRS. 


An Interesting Program of Social Events 
Preceding and Including the Whitsun- 
tide Recess—Distinguished Patrons of 
Theatrical Farewells — Receptions in 
Diplomatic Circles — Rejuvenating the 
Grosvenor Gallery Its Patronage of 
the Poor—General Social Gossip.

Lonpon, April 30.—Court arrangements 
entirely depend on tae health of the German 
Emperor, butif all is well there will bea 
State bail and a State banquet at Bucking- 
ham Palace during the first ten days of June 
and a second ball and a second concert after 
Ascot. There has been a great deal of trouble 
in connection with the official celebration of 
the Queen's birthday, as the anniversary 
falls justin the middie of the Whitsuntide 
recess. It has been settled that the birthday 
will be kept im London Saturday, May 26, so 
that the Ministers and high officials will be 
obliged to curtail their holidays.

‘SHE WAS OSSIFIED. 


Strange and Agonizing Sufferings of a 
Lady Ended by Death. 

Lockport (N. T.) Dispatch: Mrs. Elizabeth 
Burridge Bullock, daughter of Mr. Benjamin 
Burridge of this city, who died Tuesday and 
was buried today, was a sufferer from a 
strange ailment. She was, so to speak, in an 
almost complete state of ossification for the 
last five years, and her joints had become 
stiffened so that it was impossible for her to 
live. She was a most intense sufferer from 
the pain attendant upon the advances of the 
disease. The contracting and drawing of 
the bones and cords of the body was agoniz- 
ing. Tosee the frightfully disiorted and 
emaciated. remains of what was once a 
beautiful and perfect woman wouid give only 
® partial idea of what Mrs. Bullock suffered. 

The lady was 36 years old at the time of 
her death. When 13 years of age she was a 
plump girl, attendant upon the Washburn 
Street School here. One day, with other 

mates, she climbed a tree in the neigh- 
rhood of the school, and was dared to jump 
from one of the branches. This she did, 
breaking her collar bone and injuring her 
right knee. A swelling appeared on the in- 
side of the knee which troubled her more or 
less as the years advanced. In 1873 medical 
aid was first called in to,treat her for her 
knee, the pain from whieh had grown to be 
quite severe, she having caught cold in the 
member while skating. 

She married in 1374. Some years later her 
bones began to stiffen and trouble her some. 
Five years ago the joints became nurdened 
and ossified, and she was heipless. Her 
teeth were all drawn out from the upper 
jaw and both jaws set. Physicians inserted 
a piece of thin wood between the lower set 
of teeth and the s to keep the teeth from 

es —_ twas about three months 
after the appearance of. the rigidity of 
the bones before the body! was — 
affected. Her health was completely under- 
mined, and the last five years she has been 
failing gradually from day today. The ef- 
fect can be ized when from a strong, 
healthful woman weighing 108 pounds she 
faded away to almost a mere skeleton weigh- 
ing only 30 pounds when sue died. 

er joints not only hardened, but the cords 
of the contracted and drew them into 
all manner of shape The hip joint on the 
rigut side was compietely Out of the socket, 
and protruded frighttully: The left limo 
was drawn all out of shape, as were the 
hands and head.

The 
only similar case, and then it is not in such 
a marked degree as this, is that of Jonathan. 
Bass, the ossified man of Lewiston, this 
county. Bass is perfectiy rigid, but has not 
the contraction of his joints. Mrs Bullock's 
disease is called chalky gout and chalky 
rheumatisn, and many other names pertain- 
ing to diseases of the bone.

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


A PROPOSITION TO FURTHER REDUCE 
COLORADO RATES. 


A Condition Made Necessary by the Differ- 
ential Rates via the Various Eastern 
Routes—The Vestibule-Car Case—East- 
Bound Shipments of Flour, Grain, and 
Provisions — Export Freigut- Rates 
Earnings of the Union Pacific—Western 
Vestibuaie-Trains. 


During the conference of managers of the 
lines interested in Colorado traffic last Fri- 
day mention was made of the difficulties 
growing out of the application of uniform 
rates on business from Atlantic seaboard 
points to Colorado, It was explained that a 
rate of $2.20 on first ciass, New York to Den- 
ver, via all lines, having been established at 
the Kansas City meeting, the effect practi- 
cally was to nullify the agreement of the 
trunk lines whereby differential rates were 
allowed, such as the National Dispatch, Kan- 
awha Dispatch, Ontario Dispatch, and oth- 
ers. Thus it was presumed that if the trunk 
lines should receive 70 cents as their propor- 
tion to Chicago it would leave $1.50 to the lines 
from Chicago to Denver. If, then, the lines 
above referred to should insist upon their dif- 
ferential the Western lines, in order to pre- 
serve the through rates. would have to charge 
more on business received trom them than on 
like traffic received from the New York Cen- 
tral or the Pennsylvania. Since the confer- 
ence the matter has been brought to the at- 
tenon of the Colorado General Committee, 
consisting of Chairmen Midgley, Faithorn, 
and Rich. It has been shown to them that 
the rates in effect from New York to Chica- 
go on business for Missouri River points are:
